HE fact that Canada had a deficit of 
some $40,000,000_at the close of 
federal books last year can hardly be 
regarded as surprising. Liberals discuss- 
ing figures released in Parliament yester- 
day for the year 1957-58, ending March 
31 last, should recall the anticipations of 
the St, Laurent regime for~ the period 
before it was dismissed from office. The 
Liberals budgeted for a fat “surplus,” left 
pension arrears unbudgeted and tried to 
conceal the downturn in the economic 
picture in the world, although that had 
been under way for a considerable time 
It is true that the incoming administra- 
tion also anticipated a surplus, on a much 
more modest plane, but the recession bit 
deeply in the last quarter of the fiscal 
year. 
"What can be learned from the official 
record of 1957-58 is that federal revenues 
have been falling, and national outlays 
on behalf of social welfare and other un- 
yielding factors rising. If that should 
result_in a larger federa) budget for the 
year 1958-59, as unquestionably it must, 
the real questions will be to what degree 
will the nation be going into the red and 
for how long a period. Unfortunately on 
that score not even the Diefenbaker 
administration is likely to have the 
answers. A factual review of trade and 
commodity prices all of the way around 
the globe leaves small room for doubt 
that the “recession” may be here for some 


time yet! It has been under way on a 
world plane for nearly two years, with 
economic consequences everywhere, 

Of more importance to the nation than 
any political cavilling now is the nature 
of the lead the Progressive Conservatives 
will give in the light of today’s circum- 
stances. If there cannot logically be 
expectation of tax reduction, care should 
be taken to see that public outlays which 
may bein the controllable column are of 
such a nature that-eventually they will 
contribute to the permanent advancement 
of the nation and development of its 
natural resources. A great deal will 
depend on the character of the lead-that 
is given by the Dominion now as to how 
the public itself will respond to this call 
for a fresh effort. Viewed in this light, 
some red ink now need be neither crippling 
nor damaging to Canada’s future, so long 
as it is controlled 

It is easy to sit back to take the stand 
that whatever is wrong with the times 
the government must cure it. A Canadian 
banker commented here yesterday on “the 
excesses of 1957," and they were not con- 
fined to governments Similarly the 
recovery for the nation, as for the world, 
will come when everyone bends a back 
to the tasks that are waiting. Economic- 
ally the year 1958 is not unlike the year 
1922, when also there were readjustments 
and a fresh look at the sources of world 
trade 


Parking for Students’ Cars 


ALGARY at the moment is in the 
throes of controversy over the ques- 
tion of whether or not the taxpayers 
should be made responsible for providing 
parking space for high school students 
cars. There as in Victoria increasing 
numbers of pupils make a habit of driving 
cars to school—their own or those belong- 
ing to their families. The practice has 
created a parking problem of major pro- 
portions. People who live near the schools 
don't want the streets outside their houses 
cluttered all days long; and the police 
don't want cars left there either. Thus 
the preposterous notion has arisen that 
the school boards “have” to make parking 
available on the school grounds. 

There is no earthly reason why the 
taxpayers should have to pay one red 
cent to provide parking space for pam- 
pered children too lazy or superior to 
travel the short distances to school by 
bus, on bicycles or on their all but atro- 
phied legs. Under the system of consoli- 
dated school districts the distances are 
not too great for modest locomotion, ana 
only in the rarest circumstances can use 
of automobiles be justified on the ground 
of necessity. 


So long as these children are allowed 
to drive cars to school there wil) be a 
parking problem; there’s no getting away 
from that, One solution is for the school 
principals to prohibit the practice except 
under special permit in case of necessity; 
but in this day of soft discipline that may 
be too much to expect. Another is to 
treat students the same way as adult 
motorists who have to rent parking space 
in town, If the school authorities think 
it is their job to provide space on school 
grounds then stalls should be allocated 
on application and the users charged a 
monthly rental fee. If they can afford 
to drive cars they can afford to pay for 
the privilege—which too many seem to 
think is a right—of parking on school 
property. Certainly the taxpayers should 
not be put to any expense on that account. 

The point should not be forgotten that 
if schools have enough unused space at 
their disposal] to set up parking lots, they 
didn’t need the ground in the first place 
for the legitimate purposes of education 
and recreation. There is no valid reason 
why valuable land should be retained 
and operated as a free parking lot for 
juveniles. ‘

UERILLA warfare has resumed its grim 
G old pattern in Algeria despite the tour 
and promises of Premier Charles de Gaulle 

The Moslem rebels allowed a lull in opera 
tions during the French crisis that brought 
Gen, de Gaulle to power and during his sub- 
sequent visit to Algeria 

The comparatively peaceful interlude now 
seems over, The National Liberation Front 
(FLN)—main instrument of the Arab Berber 
insurrection to fight for 
nothing short of total independence. It called

In areas where FLN extremists are power- 
ful, more moderate Moslems are likely to 
remain silent and even provide aid in fear 
of reprisals. 

The FLN forces are not organized in the 
way of a regular army and cannot be counted: 
The French have estimated that in one par- 
ticular month they faced 20,000 full-time rebels 
and perhaps about as many part-time soldiers 
or terrorists. 

The French ‘charge bitterly that Tunisian 
and Moroccan authorities connive openly at 
smuggling arms over their borders and that 
other modern weapons come from Egypt and 
from behind thé Iron Curtain. It is also 
charged that Anglo-Ametican arms to aid 
Tunisia has benefitted the Algerian rebels.
